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Several things of importance this week: 

• We are in the process of selling our 15 passenger parish van due to new regulations with the diocese 
and our insurance carriers. This has affected not only our parish, but several other parishes in our 
diocese as well. Many school districts in our region have similar new policies and have had to sell their 
15 passengers van too. We have had some conversations about buying a Suburban or possibly a 12 
passenger van; however, we will take this time to sit back and reevaluate whether we really need a 
parish vehicle for our ministries in the church. If you have any feedback or suggestions please call the 
parish office. If you or know someone who is interested in purchasing the parish van, the asking price 
at this time is $9,200. Please see Jim Wranek for more information. 

• We are in the final stages of designing our parish sign. We are keeping basically the same design that 
was displayed in the gathering area, with a few little tweaks. We have been working with Susan 
Turnbull, the original artist of the Mary and the Infant Jesus in the etched glass above the front door of 
the church. Susan touched up the original drawing using colors like that of an icon or a stained glass 
window. The image will be printed on a polycarbonate facing that will be internally illuminated to 
assure that Mary and the Infant Jesus can be seen during the day and night. The cross on the sign will 
be similar to the San Damiano cross in our sanctuary, creating a connection that will draw people into 
our church. 

• Next week we will celebrate our annual diocesan appeal entitled, "God Loves a Cheerful Giver." We 
will be asking you to fill out a pledge form and make a financial commitment to the work of our 
diocese. Please take the time to pray about what your commitment will be. Invite Jesus into your heart 
and ask him for help in making this decision, which will contribute to life in our Catholic Church in 
Western South Dakota. Last year there were 134 members from our parish that made a commitment to 
the diocese for a total amoimt of $38,875, with an average pledge of $290.12. This year I hope we can 
increase the number of pledge givers from our parish. It is not the amoimt one gives—that is a spiritual 
decision between you and God —but if each person in our parish could make a commitment and fill out 
a pledge form, even for $10, our generosity will be blessed. One cannot out give the Lord. Pray and 
trust this week.
